Over 600 students have' registered 
their protest of the action of the 
Premier of this Province against 
the Witnesses of Jehovah, and at 
though these same students do not 
support the particular sect or its 
methods, they recognize "that the 
fundamental rights of freedom of 
speech and of worship must be 
observed in a democratic society." 
It Is further . considered by the 
students that the deprival of Mr. 
Roncarelli's commercial license is 
not compatible with our democratic 
Canadian way of life. The course 
of action to be followed by the 
student body' will, be determined 
at the meeting. 

UNITES CAMPUS 

The actions of the Provincial 
Government have seen the various 
groups on the. campus united on 
what they feel to be a fundament, 
al issue. What one spokesman has 
termed "the boundary lines of the 
various political parties" have 
from all indications been forgotten 
.in the heat of the discussion. . 

A five-man steering committee 
elected last Friday has been pre 
paring plans for the meeting to 
morrow at which they will attempt 
to arouse interest on the part of the 
whole student body. It is planned to 
have Professor B. S. Keirstead ad- 
dress the assembly on . the basic is- 
sues Involved in the problem. 

Professor Keirstead is a member 
of the Civil Liberties Union and it 
has been felt by the group in 
charge that his address will present 
the underlying problem of freedom 
of religion to the students in the 
clearest manner possible. 

Student re-action has received 
notice in the local press with re- 
ports of the activities of the under- 
graduate body on the issue being 
carried in full, it has been stressed 
that the actions of the government 
have been within the letter of the 
law but it Is argued that the nega- 
tion of the underlying principles of 
democracy carry serious Implica-

Chairman Bill Archer, replacing 
President Frank Common, who was 
ill, then declared the meeting ad- 
journed. 

A vote of confidence in Ben Lu- 
bel, treasurer of last year's Society, 
was passed by the meeting, when it 
was felt that' a recent statement 
Issued by the present executive had 
left some doubt as to the Integrity 
of the former treasurer. The finan- 
cial confusion arose, it was ex- 
plained, from the fact that National 
Conference funds were Included in 
the Veterans' Society account. De- 
cision was also taken to release 
these facts to the local press, in 
which the original statement ap- 
peared.

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A Poor Show 

"The people have spoken!" is the usual 
phrase atributed to the end of any election cam- 
paign butjrom the results of yesterday's voting 
in the campus elections it appears that in this 
case the people did not speak too loudly. A Cas- 
sandra-like prophecy made in these columns 
exactly two weeks ago, unfortunately came true. 
At that time we wrote, "Despite the importance 
of this group (the Students' Executive Council) 
it is . . . safe to say . . . that not more than 
half the undergraduates will utilize their elec- 
tion privileges and cast their ballots." 

With certain exceptions, the turnout at the 
polls was a sad commentary on the state of stu- 
dent interest in self-government on the campus. 
The successful nominees can scarcely feel that 
they are delving into the intricate problems of 
undergraduate administration with anything like 
the full support of the student body, and despite 
their personal merit, this fact is bound to be re- 
flected in their deliberations and actions. 

What is the solution? The students have 
been alternately cajoled, cursed, accused of the 
oft-repeated phrase "apathy," and harrangued 
but it secmB that the only way in which we shall 
ever achieve any semblance of truly representa- 
tive numerical voting is to be deprived of the 
privilege of electing our own officers. Admitted- 
ly, this is a drastic measure but only in that way 
can we truly appreciate the values of democratic 
government. The authorities of the University 
have given us a trust-student administration of 
student affairs, — it is a trust that has been 
violated.

Legal Aspects 

Of The Roncarelli Case 
) By Ted Bloekley 

The Law cannot hope to replace Ethics or Moral- 
ity. This article does not attempt to consider the 
question from any standpoint other than the legal. 

First, there is no' denying that the Attorney- 
General is empowered under the Quebec Liquor Act 
to withdraw any license without showing cause. This 
unpalatable fact discloses a gaping weakness in our 
system of Administrative Law (that branch under 
which public bodies such as the Quebec Liquor Com- 
mission, the Hydro-Electric Board and many other 
government-authorized bodies cxcerclsc their regula- 
tory powers). There js no appeal to any judicial 
body regarding their regulations. 

But the Attorney-General was not content with 
not showing cause. He proceeded to give his reasons. 
These place his action in a totally different legal- 
light. He claims that Mr. Roncarelli by means of 
the benefits he gains from that license is "abetting 
sedition" in performing his perfectly legal function 
of supplying ball. 

. Why does he not then lay a charge in the Courts 
to that effect? Is he not coming dangerously close 
to contempt of court In adjudging the Witnesses 
seditious, when that question Is at present sub judlce 
the Courts? Perhaps the Courts will find that the 
Witnesses have committed seditious offonces; then 
action may be lawfully taken against those who 
have aided and abetted them. Perhaps the Courts 
will not to find; in that case it is suggested the 
Attorney-General may be laying himself open to 
actions in both Civil and Criminal libel and/or 
slander involving heavy damages for depriving, on 
false grounds, a man from earning his livelihood. 

Whether by his precipitate hcbavlour (1) and 
words, as reported in our daily press, he has not 
already done so, Mr. Roncarclli's legal advisers will 
have to express an opinion. 

I am unable to find any colour of legal right 
in the seizure of Mr. Roncarclli's stock of thousands 
of dollars worth of liquor, and the deduction of 
10 per cent, from his re-imbursement That seems 
to add Illegal insult to technically legal Injury. His 
attorneys should have no difficulty in securing the 
return of that 10 per cent. 

If the government would be aiding and abetting 
sedition In permitting Mr. Roncarelli's retention of 
his liquor license, Is it so doing in allowing him 
to retain his restaurant license and to continue sup 
plying him with electricity and water (by govern 
ment agencie). 

Under our constitution, the conventions of the 
constitution are equally important with the law of 
the constitution. Mr. Duplessis has undoubtedly 
violated a fundamental convention of the conslltu-

VETS SOCIETY 
Dear Sir:* 

I would like to repeat my com- 
ment in FOR VETS ONLY on the 
election of a new executive to the 
Student Vet Society in October un- 
der the heading "Action or Reac- 
tion?": 

'The election of a new Student 
Vet Society executive on Tuesday 
illustrated the principle that the 
leadership of any organization 
which docs not operate on wide 
channels of consent wll inevitably 
face defeat. 

It is unfortunate that in turning 
out an executive with a strong poli- 
tical bias, wc have lost capable 
men. Their past activity In the Stu- 
dent Vet Society and their program 
for future action were strongly en- 
dorsed at the meeting. The policy 
was acceptable. The men were not. 

We can .only hope that we have 
not elected Tn their ' place' a' group 
of Jokers whose only serious In- 
terest in the Vet Society was to 
oust the former executive. They 
have accepted responsibility for 
carrying out the vigorous policy 
and program, outlined by their pre- 
decessors, with respect to allow 
anccs, employment and housing. 

Only on the basis of real achieve- 
ment, will wc be able to judge 
whether we have voted in action or 
reaction.". 

Judging by the Vet Society meet 
ing held last night, the delegates to 
the National Conference of Student 
Veterans to be held in Montreal at 
the end of this month will make 
similar speeches as follows: 

Gentlemen: The Student Vet 
erans at McGill have no housing 
problem.

Dear Sir,— With regard to the 
Roncarelli Issue, we believe the 
McGill Daily and a large section 
of the student body has shown 
themselves to be bigoted and un 
informed. 

As has been pointed out in the 
tetter to Tuesday's Dally by Mr. 
Tyndale, Attorney General Duples 
sis has acted completely within his 
legal powers in both the arrest of 
the Jehovah's Witnesses and the 
cancellation of Mr. Roncarelli's 
liquor licence. 

The Jehovah's Witnesses have 
been accused of sedition. Mr. Ron- 
carelli, admittedly once a Fascist, 
has been connected with his 
group's distribution of seditious 
literature, so Chief Prosecutor Os- 
car Gagnon, K.C., has claimed. 

Issuance of liquor licences is 
made by the Provincial Govern- 
ment, subject to revocation at any 
time without cause, and is tradi- 
tionally restricted lo responsible 
and trustworthy citizens. 

Both laws under which M. Du- 
plessis his acted were put into 
force prior to his present regime. 
These laws were passed through 
constitutional processes and M. 
Duplessis has acted in accord with 
them. How, then, can he be accused 
of undemocratic and illegal actions?

CONSIDER THE THIRD SIDE 

Sir,— 

How absurdly simple the whole 
question involving the Jehovah 
Witnisses would be, if, in truth, 
there were only two sides to be 
considered. Then, as Mr. Tyndale 
has suggested, the balance scale of 
Justice would show the "right" and 
the "wrong" with unerring cer- 
tainly. 

Unfortunately, in this, as in every 
dispute involving individual lib 
erty, there is a third side which 
must be given its rightful weight. 
That side has to do with the effect 
on our free way of life, which the 
dispute and the actions of the dis 
putants will have In the long run. 

But there is no third weighing 
tray on the scale of Justice. What 
ever is to decide the balance of 
the issue must bo placed on one 



side or the other. How often is our 
precious third side cast down in 
the rush to fill the trays with the 
technicalities of the immediate dis- 
pute! How very easy it is to kick 
out, in passing, one more of the 
disappearing props of civil liberty! 

For this reason I believe it is 
imperative to keep fresh in our 
minds the Third Side, and to re- 
member that, in Common Law, 
there is a criminal offence called 
"oppression." Which offence Is said 
to be committed where a public 
officer "under colour of exercising 
the duties of his office, abuses any 
discretionary power, which motive 
may be inferred cither from the 
nature of the act, or from the cir- 
cumstances of the case" (Stephen's 
Digest of Criminal Law, 6th Ed. 88). 

It is of interest here to note that, 
in one case, two Justices were con- 
victed of "oppression," because they 
refused to grant licences to keep- 
ers of two public houses, who had 
voted In a manner contrary to the 
desires of the justices. 

I think that this is an excellent 
law, and worthy of being taken 
into consideration too. Don't you?

"SPIRIT OF THE LAWS" 
Dear. Sir, 

Mr. Tyndale's letter in yester- 
day's Daily is yet another example 
of how prone lawyers arc to 
rationalizing almost any hard-won 
right out of existence. 

He sites a law vindicating the 
justice of proceedings against the 
Jehovah's Witnesses. Yet a lawyer 
can show us a body of laws which 
would seem to deny the existence 
of almost anything which we com- 
monly accept as our constitutional 
"rights". Mr. Tyndale and his pro- 
fession tend to forget that great 
body of nebulous doctrine known 
as "custom" or "convention" which 
plays such an important part in 
the British parliamentary system. 
It is these amorphous laws which 
deny Mr. Duplessis' right to arbi- 
trarily withdraw the liquor license 
of a citizen. Incidentally, why, was 
not the literal law used against 
aomc of our well-know racketeers? 
The point is that lawyers have be- 
come so absorbed In the intricacies 
and precision of their jargon that 
they have lost sight of what they 
set out to do, which is presumably, 
to render justice. 

Were the laws formulated in a 
more generalized way, we would 
avoid the pettiness and sophistry 
of legal wrangles. Of course It will 
be answered that highly generaliz- 
ed, ambiguous laws leave too much 
discretionary power to the 'court. 
I maintain that the precise form- 
ation of laws to avoid loopholes is 
an open invitation to find just such 
loopholes. Given a higher calibre 
of legal minds, there Is no indica- 
tion that the laws will be more 
abused than they have been in the 
past. It is the "Spirit Of The 
Laws" which is vital. 

This whole question Is very rele- 
vant to current international af- 
fairs, where the presence of an ex- 
cessive number of lawyers at con- 
ferences means the abandonment of 
goodwill and the installation of the 
almighty "whereas".

a) Personal Income Tax to be 
steeply graduated upwards, so that 
the major portion of the taxes shall 
be obtained from those receiving 
the highest income; 

b) Corporation Tax — all corpo- 
ration profits, including that por- 
tion reinvested as capital, and that 
portion derived in Canada but leav- 
ing the country shall be taxed and 
at higher than prevailing rates; 

c) Inheritance Tax on the largest 
estates shall be greatly increased; 

d) The Following Taxes Shall be 
Abolished: Sales tax; Excise Duties 
on articles of general consumption; 
Customs Duties, except where ab- 
solutely necessary to maintain an 
industry in existence in Canada. 
Add To Clause Two: 

...and in addition shall imple- 
ment: Public Works, Housing, Crop 
Insurance, National Labor Code 
(national minimum wage and work- 
ing standards), and a Peoples' Bill 
of Rights. 

Delete Clause Three:
